The story of Miss Nutt’s betrayal, the murder of her 
father by Dukes, his acquittal and subsequently his 
death at the hands of young Nutt, and the latter's 
trial and uittal, were given such widespread 
notoriety tha they will be recalled readily. The 
shooting of Capt. Nutt created a sensation t rough- 
out the entire county. He was cashier of the State 
Treasury and Dukes, his slayer, was a member elect 
of the Legislature.

Dukes knew this on one 
occasion said: “Jim Nutt may shoot me some, time, 
but he will never come before my face and do it. 
He will shoot me from behind when I can’t see 
him.”

Jerry McAuley was born in Ireland forty-five 
years ago; he never knew his father, who was a 
counterfeiter and left home to escape the law. Jerry 
went to live with his grandmother, a devout Roman 
Catholic. He was never taught or sent to any 
school. At the age of 13 he was sent to the care of 
a married sister in this city. He early began his 
career as a river thief. He and his two pals had a 
boat, by which they boarded vessels at night, and 
stole what they could lay their hands on. They 
speat the proceeds largely in the dens on Water 
street, where Jerry acquired a wep utation as a prize- 
fighter and a terrorin the Fourth Ward. When 3 
years old he was arrested for a highway robbery 
which he persisted to his dying day that 
he knew nothing. But he was convicted, 
and sent to Sing Sing for fifteen years. 
One Sunday morning, after he had been in prison 
four or five ee rs, he went into the chapel and be- 
held sitting behind the chaplain Awful Gardner, the 
prize-fighter. Gardner said that he did not belong 
there, but that he belonged on the platform where 
the ministers of God stood, and so he stepped down 
on the floor to address the prisoners. He said that 
it was only a little while since he had taken off the 
stripes. When Jerry returned to his cell he took 
down his Bible, brushed the dust off and began to 
read to find a verse that Gardner had read. It was 
this, from I. Matthew, vi. 33: “But seek ye first 
the kingdom of God and His righteousness and all 
things else will be added unto you.” Jerry studied 
the Bible and became converted. After havin 
served half his time, he was pardoned. He return 
to this city arfd amea victimto drinking. He 
became ariver thief once more. Jerry was in- 
duced to visit the Howard Mission, anda change 
came over him in. He tried to convert his pal, 
Tom, but Tom asked: “Will the Lord come down 
from heaven and give you a beef-steak?” Jerry 
married the woman Maria with whom he-had been

The Greenbackers Pulling Hair Over 
the Ninth District Nomination. 


Scarcity of Candidates for the Fall Local

considerable and merit respect. He has t 
powers of reasoning, and great quickness; little 
or no imagination, except in sarcasm, for ‘which 
nature has fitted him up-:with terrible powers 
and has given him also a fair share of wit and 
humor, His labor for any icular purpose 
is unwearied, and his activity to promote his 
ends inexhaustible. He leaves no corner un- 
searched, no stone unturned, no human be- 
ing uncoaxed and uncanvassed, or, if 
needs be, unthreatened and unalarmed. ’ He 
has a total disregard to truth, which, as long as 
sna failing was undetected, gave him a great 

increase of power, and has weakened him in 
roportion as his true character’ has been 
brought to light. His. two great passions are 
vanity and ambition. He considers himself as 
one of the most wonderful works of providence, 
is incessantly aiming to display that superiority 
to his fellow-creatures, and to p at supreme 
dominion over all men and all ings. His van- 
ity is so preposterous that it has ry ogre him to 
ludicrous failures, and little which he has writ- 
ten will survive him. His ambition, and the 
falsehood and intrigues with which it works, 
have estranged all parties from him, and left 
him, in the midst of bodily and intellectual 
strength, an insulated individual, whom nobody 
will trust and with whom nobody will act—the 
largest and saddest moral ruin I have ever seen. 
He is agreeable in society, not by conversation, 
which he does not understand, but by a lively | s9%¢ 
monopoly of talking in which his hearers very 
(willingly acquiesce. His opinions on all public 
\mnatters are (where he has no interest to serve) 
in the highest degree oo Re His first 
object is his Own ambition, but, that served, 
and completely served, he loves the public 
good; and understands it. If he been born 
in Italy in the fifteenth century he would have 
convulsed that country from Venice to 
bria, and gained an immense historical reputa- 
tion by scattering war, fraud, misery, strata- 
gem and spoil over that portion of the world.

THE WHEAT QUESTION. 

‘We have 200,000,000 bushels of wheat to 
spare, but from all accounts Europe will prob- 
ably want lessthan half of it. England has 
produced about 80,000,000 bushels, and there, 
as elsewhere throughout Europe, the price 
ranges about forty-five cents per bushel lower 
than the average of the last three years. Con- 
sequently the prices now offered our farmers 
are below the cost of production, and some 
fear is expressed that under these discouraging 
circumstances @ very small acreage will be 
sown this fall. 

_If the American wheat-grower is discour- 
aged, what hope is there for the European 
farmer, who pays more in rent than it costs ta 
own the land on which most of our wheat is 
produced? Instead of reducing the American 
wheat acreage the present situation should 
largely increase it. With plenty of 
wheat on hand and the market prom- 
ising to range for some months 
to come below the cost of production, . the 
farmer is generally tempted to plant more than 
usual as the best use he can make ofit. He 
knows that the present remarkably low price is 
the result of an exceptional yield in Europe, 
which may not be duplicated again for years, 
and he may reasonably presume that the unre- 
munerative price at which the English farmer 
is now selling the best crop he has raised since 
1874 must still further diminish the steadily 


decreasing acreage of English wheat culture. 


In the last twenty years the cost of trans- 


porting American grain to English markets 
has been reduced 65 per cent. It costs three 
times as much to ship wheat from the interior 
of India as from our Western 


States to Liver-

Electricity as an Aid to Lion Tamers.

The latest application of electricity is an invention 
made in the interests of lion tamers, which consists 
of an apparatus of great power, shaved like a stick, 
about three feet and a half in length. M. Raus- 
pach, the inventor, is a lion tamer himself, who has 
been “a good deal worried” during a long and suc- 
cessful professional career. He has already experi- 
mented with it upon the denizens of the cages in. his 
menagerie, and relates the different effects wpon the 
brutes. Three of his lions receiving the shock im* 
mediately showed signs of the greatest terror. They 
were seized with trembling and growled fitfully. 
The tiger was more quickly subdued, became stupe- 
fied, and crouched in a corner of the cage. Bruin 
was more wefractory to electricity, which seemed 
scarcely toaffect him. He would growl and show 
his teeth, and was subdued after repeated dis- 
charges. 

The most astonishing effects, however, were per- 
ceptible in the boaconstrictor. On receiving the 
discharge, the specimen from Cayenne, nearly twen- 
ty feet in length, became at once paralyzed and re- 
mained motionless for six hours afterward. When 
ne recovered, he showed signs of numbness for 
three whole days. Finally,the elephant on being 
electrified by a touch of the stick upon the tip of his 
trunk set upa series of wild cries, and became so 
strange that the tamer feared the brute would break 
its heavy iron chain. M. Rauspach is said to intend 
addressing apaper upon thé experiments to the 
Academy of Science.

IS IT A DEAD LETTER? 


An Ordinance Regarding Private Detec- 
tives Which Amounts to Nothing. 

When Chief Harrigan took charge of the Police 
Department a few months ago, among the many 
changes proposed was the abolition of private de- 
tectives in this city. The ukase “Let there be no 
private detectives,” went forth in the nature of a 
suggestion to the Board of Police Commissioners to 
refuse to issue licenses to applicants for opening 
agencies. 

City ordinance No. 12,343, approved March 1, 1883, 
provides that ‘“The Police Commissioners of the City 
of St. Louis shall have power to regulate and license 
all private watchmen, private detectives and private 
policeman, No person shall act as shin detective 
or private policeman in the city without the written 
license of the President or acting President of the 
Police Board; provided, however, that no charge 
shall be made for the issue of such license or permit. 
Provided, further, that in case of the disability of a 
licensed watchman, a substitute may be employed 
without license for a term not exceeding one week. 
Section 2. Every violation of this ordinance shail 
be a misdemeanor, and shall be punished by a fine of 
Pe less than $50 nor more than $500 for each of- 

ense.”’ 

One of the reasons why this ordinance has passed 
was the shameful character of the work done by 
some of these private detective agencies, Several 
instances, some of them recent, will readily occur to 
anybody who reads the papers. In the face 
of the ordinance, it is very strange that 
these ‘“private” detective “agencies” are allowed to 
run and to advertise themselves publicly in the city. 
Several applications have been made for licenses 
but they have all been refused by the Board. Where 
the — of the Police Department has been 
asked the recommendation always has been to re- 
fuse the license. Nevertheless, several of the 
“agencies” still continue in business without license, 
and therefore in defiance of the ordinance. 

Secretary Williams was asked today if 

there were any licensed private detectives 
in this city and he said that there were not. 
With the ordinance to rely on and the fact that it is 
aneasy matterto make a case, it seems that the 
suppression of those engaged in the discreditabie 
work about the city ought to be undertaken at once. 
This could easily be done by inforcing the ordinance. 
The city ordinance is based qn a statute, and as yet 
its constitutionality has never been questioned. The 
recent disclosures of the conduct of these private 
detectives suggests the necessity of opening war on 
them on the part of the Police Department.

CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 


A New Scheme Devised to that End 
by a Young Lady. 
~~ 


The Presence of Questionable Females in - 
the Departments—Work on the Washing- 
ton Monument—The Negro Interest at the 
New Orleans Exposition. 


By Telegraph the Post-Dispatch 

.WasHineton, September 19.—The latest campaeiza 
document, and perhaps thé most interesting one 
that has appeared, is prepared by a woman here, 
who is interested, she says, in reform and purity in 
the civi] service, who wants to see the bad people 
fired out of the governmental service and pure and 
deserving ones putin. That this is a commendable 
ambition nobody wil! doubt, though just how many 
newspapers with party zeal will be willing 
to publish the formidable document she has 
prepared ds rather questionable. It purports 
to contain names of a large number of women 
of doubtful character appointed to places in the de- 
partments, the “influence” by which they were ap- 
pointed, the agreement by which the Senator, Con- 
gressman or other public official procured the place 
for them, going into details in a way that would 
make anything but family reading, and handling 
names of prominent officials and supposed respect- 
able citizens in a way thatis appalling to even the 
most hardened newspaper writer. “How many are 
there of these women?” was asked of the author of 
this very interesting sketch. 


Hundreds of them,” was the reply. 

‘And how do you know that your information is 
correct?” 

“Because I have ages months to the study of the 
subject; yes, not only months, but years. me of 
the information I have got from the parties them- 
selves, some from their acquaintances, some through 
their quarrels with the men who got them appoiat- 
ed, and some through other channels. It isa 
though, that will surprise anybody who sees it. It 
is going to be given to the public, too, in the interest 
of pure morals in the public service."

THE MONUMENT. 

Work on the Washington Monument goes pretty 
slowly now; The first of the stones to form the apex 
has not been laid yet, but will be early next week. 
To handle these stones at this dizzy height and 
on a_ structure growing constantly smaller 
at the top, ‘is going to 
extremely dif§cult and very slow work. Yet the 
officials in chafge of it have no doubt of their ability 
to get cleverly through with the work before the 
winter shuts down on them. They say that the 
structure, although the finest in the world, will 
probably not remain so very long. Already plans 
are made for a suspension bridge in Europe, the 
towers for which are to be, if built according to the 
present plans, 600 feet high, or forty-five feet higher 
than the monument when completed. 
However, the bridge is not yet be- 
gun, and our monument will be finished directly. 

GEN. WASHINGTON'S SKULL. 

The recent death of Henry Lamb, who lived for a 
very long time near Mt. Vernon, revives his story of 
the stealing of the skull of George Washington. He 
always insisted that a story circulated seventy years 
ago, to the effect that the skull of President Wash- 
ington had been stolen from the tomb at Mt. Vernon, 
was true. The statement as made at that time and 
repeated many times since was, that a French gun- 
boat, ’Empereur, had anchored of Mt. Vernon on 
April 1%, of that year (1814), and 
a company of her officers and men going to the grave 
of Washington, robbed itof the skull, substituting 
for itthatof another person. The object of this 
desecration was said to be that the skull might be 
placed in the hands of some eminent craniologists 
of France. The story was promptly denied by the 
officers of the vessel, who admitted visiting the 
tomb, but insisted that their object was no more 
than that of thousands of others who do so. Some 
friends of the family, later on, itis said, made a suf- 
ficent examination of the tomb tosatisfy themselves 
that the skull therein was that uf Washington and 
that the story was false. Mr. Lamb, whose death 
occurred a few days ago, always insisted, however. 
that the story was true. 

NEGROES AT NEW ORLEANS. 

Ex-Senator Bruce, now Register of the Treasury, 
who has just returned from New Orleans, is 
thoroughly impressed not only with the importance 
of the ition, but espeq@ally with that branch 
of it which is devoted to the interest of the colored 
people.

No. 1, where about sixty girls are employed. Over 
100 are employed in the shop. The first day she 
came she discharged a girl who was formerly em- 
pioved at Gannon’s for no reason except 
that she did not like her. On this account all the 
girls held an indignation meeting, and protested 
against the action of the forewoman, Since 
then her actions have become more and 
more overbearing, and most of the employes 
and the girls have made up their minds to quit work 
‘unless she be removed from her place. 

A Post-Dispatcn reporter saw three of the girls 
to-day. Oneof them had been discharged by Mrs. 
Howe, and the others had left on her account. 

“She is justas mean as she can be,” said they ina 
chorus,‘“‘and we girls won't work if she stays there.” 

**How is she mean?” 

“Oh, every way; she discharges the girls 
for nothing and is trying to have 
all of our piaces filled by girls from Gannon’s,_be- 
cause she says she"is used to them and don't want 
us. Why, down at Gannon’s she changed the girls 
about every three weeks. She says, too, that she 
is only going to pay us according 
to the work we do, and that all the salaries must be 
lowered, Goodness knows, they are low enough 
now.” 

“How much do you make?” = @ 

“Only from $1 50 to $5 a week, Machine girls get 
$5 a week. And then she has some new 
rules which she makes us keep. We don’t 
know what the rules are and she scolds and quar- 
rels if we don’t keep them. Wedon’t know how to 
take her. She’s mean every way. They say she 
eats opium—” “No, smokes opium,” suggested an- 
other. 

“Well, smokes it or does something with it,” 

The girl who had been discharged said it was done 
because she had blackened vamps of the shoes with 
the wrong ink which had been given her by Mrs. 
Howe. The other girls said they had left because 
they could not stand the forewoman’s ways. They 
said they had talked to Mr. Brown, but 
he said nothing could be done until Seperintendent 
Desnoyer, who is now in Indiana, returns, and then 
they can go back to work if they. wish, They said 
that @ man named Hook, who is a foreman, 
had brought Mrs, Howe to the 
shop to take the former  forewoman's, 
Mrs. Berry's, plaee. They all liked Mrs.Berry, who, 

‘they say, treated them well. A petition has been 
drawn up and signed by aj] of the girls asking that 
Mrs. Howe be discharged. It will be pre sented to the 
superintendent on hig return, which is expected 
next Sunday. Incase it should not be complied 
with all of the girlsin Mrs. Howe's department will 
strike, and itis probable that the others will join 
them. The girls say they have a hard enough 
time, anyhow, making a living without having 
it made harder by the unkindness’ and 
injustice of aforewoman. Nine girls have already 
quit work until the superintendent returns, 


CAN USE THE GATE. 


A Patentee Who Was Too Slow With His 
Complaint, 

Inthe United States Circuit Court this morning 
Judge Brewer sustained the demurrer to the bill in 
he case of Henry McLaughlin against the People’s 
Raiiway Company, and dismissed the. bill. Me- 
Laughlin sought to restrain the railway company 
from using a patent street-car gate, on which he 
took out letters’ in 1869, It appears 
that the company had been using the gate for such 
a length of time without interference on 
the part of McLaughlin that his 
inaction constituted iim ilty of 
laches, and Judge Brewer eld that 
notwithstanding he might have recourse to an ac- 
ticn for damages at law, his laches forbade him 
from applying for an injunction in a court of equity. 
The question of abandonment of the patent was ail- 
so raised by the demurrer, but not passed upon. 
The bill was dismissed. Mr, Paui Bakewell appeared 
for the railway company. 


OBJECTING TO SALAHIES. 


Report of the Master in the Ore and Steel 
Receivership Case. 

The report of the Special Master, B. Gratz Brown, 

in the case of Olyphant against the St. Louis Ore 


and Steel Company, upon the salaries of officers 
was filed in the United States Circuit Court yester- 
day afternoon. It recommends the retaining of 
Oliver L. Garrison at $5,000 per year, of Mr. James

The Salmagundi Sketch Club had a very lively 
business meeting last night.

Thé@ Rise of Montreal. 
From the Contemporary Revtew, 


I shall not attempt to describe Montreal. In 
the opinion of a bigoted Canadian like myself 
there is hardly a more beautiful city in the 
world. It has only 150,000 people; but Edin- 
burgh had no more when, in the eyes of Sir 
Walter Scott and most everyone else, it was the 
queen of cities, Though Champlain erected 
temporary structures and established a trading 
station on the island of Montreal in 1611,it was 
not till thirty years after that a permanent es- 
tablishmetnt was commenced, Compagnie 
je Montreal,” formed in Paris, sent out an ex- 

lition under thé Sieur de Maisonneuve to 
uild a town and*protect it against the Indians 
by means of forgfications. The town, under 
the name of Ville-Maire, which it long retained, 
was solemnly consecrated at a spot near the 
foot of the mountain on the 17th of May, 1642. 
It soon became an emporium for trade in 
peltriés with the friendly Indians, though its 
advanced position ex it to many an 
Iroquois attack from which Quebec was saved 
by its strength and remoteness from the enemy. 
In 1760, after the battle of the Plains of Abra- 
ham, Montreal became the last station of the 
French power in America. Here the capitula- 
tion was signed which gavé over the whole con- 
tinent to Great Britin. In 1776 it was taken 
and held during the winter by— 
The cocked-hat Continentals, 
In their ragged regimentals; 

but Franklin used and plausible tongue in 
vain to induce the Canadians to join the revolt 
against the Empire. Up to 1810 it was an in- 
cant town; but from that date it rose in 
importance as the headquarters of the North- 
west Company that disputed the trade in furs 
of the tregion over which the Hndson’s 
Ba mpany had claimed semi-sovereignty 
ak the monopoly in trade. The Northwest 
Company pushed the profitable business with 
ar more ene than the older company had 
ey sought out the Indians by 
distant lake and river and in the depths of un- 
known forests. They planted to suit ev-

The death and burial of M. Dupressior dur- 
ing the progress of the Baden-Baden race meet- 
ing recall the ‘‘golden era” of the delightful 
capital of the Black Forest far more forcibly 
than the recent attempts to revive the splendors 
by such valuable stakes as the Jubilee Prize 
ana other richly endOwed engagements both in 
the flat and across country. On the death of 
‘King Benazet,” their founder, his relative, M. 
Dupressoir, succeeded in 1862 tothe manage 
ment of “the tables” and other attractions asso- 
ciated with the Kursaal, including the races, 
which attracted visitors from all partsof Eu- 
rope and made Baden-Baden for the time being 
the gayest and most delightful, if somewhat no- 
torious, resort on the Continent. How the 
Franco-German war played havoc with the 
place is a matter of history. But a far more se- 
rious blow was administered to Baden-Baden 
when public gambling was suppressed through- 
out Germany in 1872, which compelled Dupres- 
sior to “seek fresh woods and new.” 
Nothing prospered with him, however. He 
failed to obtain the necessary concession to 
open ‘‘tables” at St. Sebastian, on the borders 
of Spain, or in the little Republic of Angora, in 
the Pyrenees, and a wild scheme in connection 
with the Island of Minorca also proved equally 
unsuccessful. In later years he turned up at 
Monte Carlo; but his managerial reign as suc- 
cessor to M. Wagatha did not extend to over 
more than one or two seasons.

The re-union is made especially important andlextra 
exertions should be made by the citizens from the 
fact that a delegation of veterans from Mexico 
have been invited and are expected to take part. 
This is the first time that the veterans 
of two 0 ing forces of different 
nationalities will have met in a reunion to talk over 
the times when they faced each other's muskets 
and bayonets on the field of battle. It is, in a sense, 
an international controversy, and may be taken as 
an indication of the fact that the hatchet has been 
buried between the two nations, and that an era of 
good will and of friendly commercial and social ex- 
change ae As such, it will be 
an event oO great unportance, and 
it is desirable that the veterans who 
visit St. Louis should take back with them the kind- 
liest feelings and remembrances of cordiality and 
liberality in their reception by the people of the 
city of the United States which is brought nearest 
to them in commercial affinity. The invitation was 
not sent to individual veterans, but to the Mexican 
Government through Consul Cahill, to select a dele- 
gation of prominent yeterans to represent the Re- 
public. Numerous letters have been received froin 
distinguished ‘(rsonages in Mexico, such as 
Gen. Diaz and the present Vice-President of the Re- 
public, heartily endorsing the pian and signifying 
their pleasure and desire to be present, but as the 
invitatten w& extended through the Government 
the preliminary measures must be taken by the 
Government, such as the selection of the delegates 
and the passage of the proper official acts. This has 
not yet been entirely finished, and the fina! answer of 
the Mexican authorities has not yet been received, but 
is expected every day. The matter is therefore in 
some little doubt as yet, and the arrangements can- 
not be all completed. A perfeet understanding, 
however, will certainly be arrived at by the end of 
the week, when the various committees can go 
ahead and finish their labors. A deiegation of not 
less than fifty is expected. In speaking of the mat- 
ter to-day, Capt. Spore said, ““‘The men who will be 
selected to represent the Mexican Army here, wiil not 
only be veterans but they will be prominent 
men in public affairs and in commerce, so that their 
entertainment must not only be regarded from the 
standpoint of an international courtesy never before 
attempted, but also as an event likely to strengthen 
and advance the commercial relations of St. Louis 
with Mexico. It.is of great importance, therefore, 
that the veterans be treated right, and | have no 
doubt that the people of St. Louis, outside of the 
veterans, will see that it is done.” 

The members of the committee and 
the officers of theJ associationj are holding 
back for afew days until thee reply of 
the Mexican Government shail be received. The 
subscription lists, however, are all ready, and work 
in earpest-will be commenced as soon as the official 
documents have been received. The Pullman Car 
Company has placed two sleeping coaches 
at the disposal of the Mexican delegation, 
and quarters have been spoken for them at the Lin- 
dell Hotel. The delegations from the States as they 
arrive will be met and escorted to the headquarters 
at Mexican Exchange and from there to their hotels. 
Armory hall will probably be the headquarters of the 
Mexican veterans, and the local militia will escort 
them to the hall on their arrival, where addresses of 
welcome will be delivered. The reunion meetings 
will be held in one of the theaters, Pope's, the Grand 
Opera House and the Olympic having been placed 
at their disposal during the day tine, 

The programme of the reunion is nowin course 
of preparation and will be ready for distribution in 
a day or two.

The Revival of Trade Looked fot in 
October.

A Slight Falling Offin Renting—Continued 
Tightness of Money—Reduction of Fall 
Building Operations Probable — Talks 
With the Agents. 


The reign of dullness continues in the real estate 
market, and dealers acknowledge frankly that they 
do not look for any great improvement until Octo- 
ber. Renting, even, has fallen off somewhat, and 
the Real Estate Exchange has not been nearly so 
well attended by house-hunters this week as it was 
a couple of weeks ago.

No great change has come over the 
financial department of the real estate market, lend- 
ers continuing to hold their money very tightly and 
insisting upon very ample security and a high rate 
of interest. . Borrowers, however, are beginning to 
object and to withdraw from the field when with 
satisfactory security offered they find that the old 
rate of 6 per cent is not regarded as an inducement 
to capitalists, still, where small loans are urgently 
required, 7 per cent, and in some cases 8 per cent 
even, has been asked and agreed tg. Therecan be 
no use in disguising the fact that unless the capital- 
ists become more accommodating, there will a 
very decided check to building operations this fall 
which are by no means gn so extended a scale at 
presente as had been anticipated. A great many 
uilders who had looked forward to quite extensive 
operations have either abandoned them 
entirely or postponed them indefinitely, and 
this, too, at a time when it is very clear that there is 
no better investment in the building line just now 
than the popular style of residence—the smaller- 
sized houses and the various kinds of flats. There is 
still time for the fall building boom to spring up and 
flourish, if only the monied men would learn that 
money is far better occupied in the active promo- 
tion of business than lying unemployed and unpro- 
ductive in a safe deposit company’s vault.
